Editorial Visits. 


Before leaving Port Madison we were 


| glad of an opportunity to visit the fine 


herring fishery of Mr. Hammond, a 
half-mile farther up the inlet. This 
fishery has been established a little over 


a year, and seems to bid fair to result | 


in the completest success. The fish 
come in, in immense numbers, at the 
proper season, are very easily caught, 
and are said to be unusually fat as com- 
pared with those at the East. We ate 
of them, and should judge the flavor to 
be superior to any other we ever knew. 
All that is needed is an acquaintance in 
the market to insure them ready sale. 
Besides this herring fishery, Mr. Ham- 
mond is engaged extensively at other 
points also in oil manufacture, from 
other species, and speaks with confi- 
dence of the results. 

A pleasant hour and a half trip on 
the little steamer ‘‘ Ruby ” took us over 
the beautiful waters of the sound tothe 
eastern side, at the next to the most 
flourishing town of western Washing- 
ton Territory, called Seattle. Its site 
is about the most beautiful imaginable; 
nestling back up a rapidly-ascending 
surface, overhung by great, dark, fir- 
tree forests. The houses are scattered 
so as to give room for good yards, and, 
being mostly painted white, appear in 
marked and pleasing contrast with the 
deepest green of the surrounding orna- 
mental shades, vines, and grassy lawns. 
But the prospect to the west is unsur- 
passed in splendor. The calm, still 
waters of the sound first lie spread out 
for three miles, diversified beyond by 
the irregular shore line of high,wooded 
bluffs, and varied by high forests in- 
land fifteen or twenty miles,to the right 
and left. Still farther away to the west 


stretch the immense forests of fir, ris- 


ing in dark variations indicative of hills 
and valleys, till yet beyond appear great 
towering mountain ranges, black with 
their shrouds of forest-trees; but as they 
rise into the region of the clouds are 
gradually streaked with white until lofty 
ridges and peaks, clothed in perpetual 
snow, appear cut sharp against the blue 
sky, closing the scene so wonderfully 
spread out to view. And here is Seattle, 
the gem of these northern waters, and 
well located to hold the ascendency 
over all other towns on the east of the 
sound, unless some terminus of the 
great Northern Pacific railroad may 
somewhere establish a successful ¢com- 
petitor. Yet, nothing can detract from 
the permanence and real inerease of 
this town, though competition would 
diminish the rapidity of its growth. 
Here is established the Territorial Uni- 
versity, with three superior buildings; 
one of the very first class as the proper 
university ,the other two being dwellings. 
Pres. J. H. Hall is now conducting a 
a fine academy school in this university, 
as the limited population of the country 
does not yet afford a sufficient number 
of advanced pupils to justify organizing 
classes. But this school seems sure to 
hold its way till it shall become the 
great university of the region of the 
sound. Besides this, the town ineor- 
poration has put up a fine building for 
its public school, graded in three de- 
partments; affording, in all, to the 
youths of this place excellent educa- 
tional facilities. 

The religious influences of the place 
are good. There are Congregation- 
al, Protestant Methodist, Episcopal 
Methodist, Episcopalian, and Baptist 
churches, organized with good, plain 
church-buildings, except the first and 
last, and all with pastors, with stated 
Worship, except the last. This Congre- 
sational church is the first one organ- 
zed on the sound, and seems to have 
before it a future of great prospective 
usefulness, but it very much needs a 
church-building. It has a fine, well- 
located lot donated to: it by a worthy 
citizen and friend, and now ‘needs a 
building. Efforts are being made in 
the place for this purpose, but we vol- 
unteer to say that help from friends 
abroad is greatly needed. The drought 
0 California this year very>essentially 
injures the lumber market of Washing- 
ton territory, making money, ,very 
Scarce. Yet, this first church of strict- 
ly apostolic type in western

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ton territory must go forward, and is 
worthy of allaid. Its pastor, Rev. J. 
T. Damon, is a man of earnest, active, 
laborious habits, gathering regular- 
ly a large congregation in worship 
each Sabbath, and seems well spoken 
of by the community in general. 

The M. E. church have preaching 
once-a month, their pastor residing 
abroad. The Protestant Methodists 
and the Episcopalians, having both 
their own houses of worship, have most- 
ly their own people alone attending 
church, and all appeared to. speak with 
warm attachment of their pastors. The 
Disciples and regular Presbyterians. 
have each some good members in the 
place, but have not seen it best to or- 
ganize. The place does not contain 
over twelve hundred people all told, 
and this includes the Romanists, Spir- 
itists, skeptics, Chinamen, and foreign- 
ers together, so that four churches 
might well be enough for the people, 
without more. But in all the new towns 
there is a wonderful effort to establish, 
a little branch of each extended sect, 
dividing up the people into many little 
weak bands. We know of only two 
ways to remedy the evil. The first is, 
the moral struggle in religious compe- 
tition must go on till the larger body 
or bodies shall gradually wear out and 
absorb the smaller ones; or else the 
scriptural nature of these divisions must 
be seen, and christians unite on the 
true apostolic, scriptural basis of the 
independence of the local church of 
Christ, as including all those and those 
only who love the Lord Jesus, to do 
everything by vote, after a careful and 
prayerful ‘‘ proving of all things ” in the 
case, a8 given by scripture, then ‘‘ to 
hold fast that which is good.” On this 
basis there can be union, scriptural, in- 
spired, rational union, which the world 
can see, but on noother. Onthis basis 
only can there be that union, we be- 
lieve, for which the dying Redeemer 
prayed, ‘‘ That they all may be one, 
that the world may believe that thou hast 
It was a union the world 
could see; hence, not one of faith, but 
one visible as a body. And this can 
never be attained on the basis of sects, 
but on that of the scriptures, in love 
one to the other, so that in convers-. 
ing and discussing with prayer they 
may agree to act. as independent local 
bodies responsible to Christ,voting and 
going with the majority. This, kind 
reader, is simple Congregationalism. 
The Bible, and the Bible alone, for au- 
thority, with brotherly love, discus- | 
sions, prayer, voting, and action with 
the majority.

RELIGIOUS NOTES. 

Anniversary week has passed off 
quietly, and the number who have come 
up to the Mecca of New England to pay 
the tribute of their enjoyment, respect, 
and love for their respective societies, 
have returned to their homes, and ere 
this letter reaches Tue Paciric, what 
they have seen and learned have been 
communicated to the home circle or the 
church, and the week’s doings has be- 
come a part of the great past. The 
various meetings which have been held 
this year have all of them been interest- 
ing; & few statistics of some of these 
will perhaps be interesting, as showing 
the work done the past year. The 
American Tract Society has distributed | 
the past year, 3;270,000 pages in the 
English, French, German, Spanish, 
Portuguese, Swedish, and other lan- 
guages, besides over a million copies of 
their monthly publications. They have 
received for their publications during 
the year, $32,500. The Congregational 
Publishing Society has laid out over 
$96,000 on its various publications, its 
sales covering over $148,000. The an- 
nual report of the Board of Managers 
showed 32 additional publications in 
the year, showing a decided growth in| 
character. The Well Spring circulates 
40,000 copies a week: The Boston|12 
Lectures has proved a most fortunate 
and able issue, and 1,300 copies of this 
compilation of the views of eminent 
divines have been’ presénted to‘ home 
missionaries, theological graduates, etc.

The report of. the secretary of the 
Congregational Union, covered space’

Its special purpose is the aiding of| 


feeble churches to build houses of -wor- 
ship; for which purpose $37 5,000 have 
been expended; and over 700 church-|.an 
edifices built. During the past year the 
receipts were about $50,000, and, with 


the balance on hand at the opening of| 


the year, $52,500 have been expended 
in aiding to build 64 houses of worship. 
Of the 700 churches built since 1852, 
68 are in New England, and the total 
value of the whole, free from debt, is 
$2,500,000. He said that for the future 
the Union would be unable to do all 
the good. it desired, on receipts of less 
than $100,000 per annum. : 

The Methodists show a church-mem- 
bership, of the New England States, of 
27,476. There are connected with the 
denomination over 360 preachers, 136, 
of whom are ‘local. The number of 
their churches is 168. The valuation of 
property, including churches, parson- 
ages, and Wesleyan academy, is $3,047,- 
750. The amount of salaries paid the 
ministry, including the sums paid the 
superannuated preachersand the widows 
and orphans, is $215,192.78. Déduct- 
ing from this sum the amount paid for 
house-rent ($37,437), this gives to each 
$722.58. The missionary contributions 
show a slight falling off from those of 
last year. 

The Unitarians, in their statistics, 
show as connected with their confer- 
ences, 230 well established churches, 
besides some 50 more, that are not fully 
established. The conferences during 
the past year. have established 25 new 
churches. All are spoken of as increas- 
ing in numbers, and many of them as 
having in their societies men of consid- 
erable wealth. |

My Brorser:—Yours, inclosing 
article, ‘* The Chinese as They Are,” 
by the Hon. J. Ross Browne, has at 
length reached me. You ask my opin- 
ion of Mr. -Browne’s views. I wrote 
you in November of last year. Had 
you received that letter you would have 
liad my estimate of the present condi- 
tion of this empire and its people, 
though I wrote then in entire i ignorance 
of Mr. Browne’s views. :» Since you 
failed to get my letter, I will devote 
this to the same general subject. 


With Mr. Browne I have no personal 
soataintance, but from all I have seen 
from his trenchant pen, I have been in- 
clined to think that he may be a man of 
strong prejudices. He states his yiews 


strongly, and some of his pictures seem | 


overdrawn. But that he is extravagant. 
in statement in the article you sent me, 
I am not prepared to say. Indeed, 
whoever paints Chinese society, as it is, 
will find many unpleasant things to 
write. -If it is Chinese ignorance and 
superstition he is portraying, he:cannot 
be candid and not use his darkest col- 
ors. Mr. Browne is not far wrong when 
he says the real character. and condition | 
of the Chinese are little known by the 
people at home. It is a delusion to 
suppose that ‘‘foreign influence is mak- 
ing great changes in the social and po- 
litical systems of this empire.” It will 
do no good to withhold the truth. Cer- 
en the churches at home do not 
wish to receive facts in a distorted light. 
‘‘ Rather,” they will say, “let us know 


how great the work, which we propose} 


to ourselves to do, really is. Let us

Human reason is, indeed, always 
fallible, but what is there in the con- 
dition or powers of man that is not 
equally so? Revelation itself depends, 
not only for its verification, but its in- 
terpretation also, on reason. All an- 
cient truth depends, directly or indirect- 
ly, on tradition, as we have seen; yet 
nothing is more fallible, nothing has 
erred more flagrantly, than tradition. 
All the myths and legends of the world 
—nearly all the dire superstitions of 
religion and atrocities of ecclesiastical 
power and oppression—-have been found- 
ed in tradition. . Human reason is 
God’s appointed umpire over all ques- 
tions of truth; he that abdicates his 
reason reprobates himself ; he becomes 
a drift on the tumultuous current of 
Opinions and events. By surrendering 


himself to ‘‘authority” he abandons him- 


self to the reason, or, more frequently, | 
to the caprice and ambition, of others. 
-Prelates; popes, councils, are but men 


hike himself; by their officiai positions, 


or associated interests and action, they 


are more likely to be tempted into er- 


ror, to be less conscientious, than his 
individual reason and moral sense. In 
deciding for himself, with the help of 
all possible exterior lights, he is most 
likely to be guided by his own supreme, 
eternal interests. He is, at least, most 
likely to be sincere; and sincerity is 


_ one of the highest guarantees of truth in 
erring world. He that errs sincere- 
» ly may, indeed, be said to be more truth- 
. ful than he that, perchance, holds the 
literal truth in insincerity—holds it of- | 


ficially or traditionally, but not consci- 
entiously, or at the dictates of his 
reason. For,iftheformereven errinthe 


- letter, he holds on to infinitely higher 


truth —the truth of his own nature—he 
is truthful in. himself, although his} 
honestly entertained opinions may not 
be so. And what is the importance of} 
literal truth, if it be not subservient to 
this higher personal truthfulness? . 
This is the theory of Protestantism. 
It is God’s own rationale of the intel- 
lectual and moral world. Humanity is 
conditioned here in inevitable fallibility. 
Its noblest function here is search for 
truth, and this fact necessarily implies 
uncertainty, fallibility. Protestantism 


is right, then, in investing reason with 


supremacy over tradition and authority 
in questions of truth. 
Tradition and prejudice—they have 
come to mean, morally, the same thing. 
They still bind nearly the whole world 
in fetters. The world is, at this mo- 
ment, looking with bewildered interest 
on an example of their power—a grand 
Medieval spectacle in Rome, which is 
seen by all advanced minds to be anom-

Tue American Missionary Association 
will hold its annual anniversary-meet- 
ing, on the third day of next September.

Kentucky was selected as a fertile 
home-field, while missionaries were also 
sent to the slave refugees in Canada, 
and the emancipated population of the 
West Indies. The Indians of the 
Northwest were also cared for, and 
missions were established at Siam and 
the Sandwich Islands, which have since 
become self-supporting. Up to 1861, 
the society had employed 57 foreigh 
and 156 home-missionaries. At the 
breaking out of the war, the association 
converged its attention to the freedmen.

art; and so superior Were their bricks, 


that the early Spaniards supposed they 


possessed some -secret process.of mak- 
ing 
t is somewhat remarkable, consider-, 
ing the great antiquity of brick-making 
and thegreat amount of capital invested | 
in the business and the large number'| 
of persons employed in this branch of 
manufacture, that no complete work on 
the art of making and burning bricks 
is to be found in the English language, 
if indeed sucha treatise has ever been 
ublished in any of the languages of 
urope. It is singular, too, that sci- 
ence, which has investigated almost ev- 
ery useful art, and has shed a flood of 
light on nearly every branch of manu- 
facture, has virtually ignored the mak- 
ing and burning of bricks. No chem- 
ist has pointed out what proportions of 
alumina, silica, lime, and iron the brick 
earth should contain, in order to pro- 
duce bricks of the greatest strength 
and of the most pleasing color. The 
proper degree of heat to be attained in 
the different stages of burning the kiln 
has never been determined by the py- 
rometer; or if such has been the case, 
no record is to be found of the experi- 
ments. 
When we add to these facts the addi- 
tional one that most working brick- 
makers are illiterate men, unused to 
describing operations in an orderly and 
detailed manner, and, as a rule, unwil- 
ling to offer information for fear of in- 
jury to the trade in which. they are en- 
gaged, itis plain that there are great 
difficulties in obtaining all the informa- 
tion that isdesiredonthe subject. There 
are many little operations, and condi- 
tions, which are hard to explain in 
words, but which become plain when 
they are exhibited tothe sight. Prin- 
ciples only can be acquired through the 
medium of books; skill is the result of 
practice. As yet,in our country, brick- 
making, as a rule, has only been carried 
on in the vicinity of large towns, the 
bricks being used near where they are 
manufactured, or transported to a dis- 
tance in cars and boats. The indica- 
tions are that this branch of manufac- 
ture, together with that of making 
drain-tile, will ere long be undertaken 
on farms, either by the owners of estates 
themselves, or by the parties owning 
machinery and traveling, as owners of 
thrashing machines now do. In that 


| case, brick-making could be managed 


very much as thrashing now is, the 
owner of the machine furnishing a lim- 
ited amount of skilled labor, and the 


unskilled laborers. It will be the ob- 
ject of these papers to point out the 
situations where bricks may profitably 
be made; to give the approximate ex- 
pense of manufacturing as gathered 
from statistics; to show the plan of lay- 
ing out and constructing brick-yards; 
to give informafion on selecting, mix- 
ing, tempering, and testing clays or 
brick earths, and to describe the various 
methods of molding, drying, and burn- 
ing bricks.—Prairie Farmer.

Brick-making. 


The rapid settlement of most parts 
of our country, is largely due to the 
abundance and comparative cheapness 
of pine lumber. With facilities for 
sawing the lumber into dimension-tim- 
ber, planks, boards, siding, and shin- 
gles, houses for new settlers may be 
erected in afew days, and towns and 
cities may be built in a comparatively 
short time. It is obvious, however, 
that we must find a substitute for this 
building material. Bricks promise to 
supply this want, as the materials for 
making and burning them are found in 
almost every locality. | 

Brick-making appears to have been 
one of the first arts that engaged the 
attention of man. The use of both 
burned and unburned bricks for build- 
ing material, dates from a remote peri- 
od. The Bible records that bricks 
were used in the construction of the 
tower of Babel; while we have the tésti- 
mony of Herodotus that burned bricks, 
made from the clay thrown out of the 
trench surrounding the place, were 
used in constructing the walls of the 
city of Babylon. Burned bricks were 
also used in ancient Egypt, for con- 
structing river walls and other hydrau- 
lic works; while sun-dried bricks were 
generally employed for building houses. 
Wherever the Romans carried their 
conquests, they introduced the art of 
brick-making.. The first bricks made 
in England, were the work of soldiers 
who took part in the Roman conquest 
of the island. The scarcity of stone in 
Holland, early led to the extensive use 
of brick in that country. 

So expert did the Dutch become in 
the manufacture of brick, that they ex- 
celled all European nations. ey 
used them for the floors of their houses, 
and for pavements for their streets. 
Many of them that were used about fire- 
places were highly ornamented, either 
in the mold when the clay was soft, or 
by means of a tool after they were 
hardened. When the Dutch settled 
the region of the Hudson river, they 

tought over many ship-loads of bricks 

tom Amsterdam, to use in the con- 
struction of buildings. A few of these 
old buildings still remain, curious mon- | 
uments of the times when it was sup- 
Posed bricks could not be made in 

merica. The English seemed to have 
ad the same opinion, inasmuch as 
they brought bricks from England, to 
build the first substantial structures in 
the Old Dominion. The Chinese ex- 


bricks, for they carried the art to great 
Perfection, giving the faces of the 
bricks the texture of porcelain. The 
tower of Nankin was built-of,; bricks of 
this class, their weiglit being ‘almost 
equal to that of: compact stone. The.

Every. tree, plant, 
shrub, and vine perfectly luxurious, in 
full, robust growth, not a leaf burned 
or withered, and all plants in full and 
perfect bloom. 

The entire grounds have’béen mulch- 
ed two to four inches of old, well de- 
composed manure; on this only an oc- 
casional shower over the foliage to keep 
the dust off, and give a perfect growth, 
with all the soil below, moist and fresh, 
thus protected from burning by the 
mulching. 

We really wish those who would de- 
sire to see the good results of mulching 
would make a visit to these grounds 
and see for themselves. We have not 
seen in our state so healthy a growth 
of plants and flowers. 

By this plan of mulching over the en- 
tire surface of the ground, no matter 
how hot the sun, where the surface 
roots of the plants are thus protected, 
the plants thrive, grow, and will al- 
ways be healthy even with the thermom-
